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the time to come, by repreſenting what is 
paſt already. - For every one having a na- 
tural Inclination to ſpeak what he knows, 
itis not difficult to foretel the future, b 
Conjettures dtawn from what has pal 
before. But for the | Roman-Common 
wealth it is impoſhble to take a View of 
its preſent State, becauſe of. the Diverſi- 
ties that are therein, or foretell any thing 
in the future, becauſe it cannot be under. 
ſtood either by rhe general or particular 
Inclinations of the People. Ir is theretore 
neceſſary to make an exatt Enquiry, or a 
particular Search, if we would under- 
ſtand the fine and excellent Qualities, in 
which this Republick differs from all 0- 
thers. But ſince thoſe which treat of this 
Matter with any Art or Method, propoſe 
three Forms of Repnblicks or States, where- 
of one is called Kzjnely Government, the 
other Ariſtecracy, and the third Uemocracy, 
I ſuppole I may with Reaſon enqu:re 
whether they ſpeak of theſe three forts 
of Republicks, . as if there were no other, 
or as if theſe were better than any For

We muſt conteſs that there are other 
ſorts of Eſtates beſides, as Monarchies 
and Tyraxnies ; which, tho they ſeem ro 
have in them ſomething like tro Kingly 
Government, arc yet eatirely different ; 
and therefore all thoſe which reiga alone, 
uſurp the Title of King as much as lics 
in their Power. There arc belides cer- 
taia Republices who are govern's] by « few, 
and in Appearance reſemble rholc, where 
the beſt Hen of Eſtates gowirn, and yet to 
ſpeak in a word, are very diſtant from 
It; and the ſame may be ſaid concerning 
Democracy, or the Government of the Peo- 
le. 

We ſhall fin4 by the Particulars which 
follow, that what is here aſſerted is no- 
thing but Truch; tor we ought not to be- 
lieve that the Government, where ons a- 
lons Commands, ought to be calicd 
Kuigly Goveriment, but chat only which 
isgiven voluntarily,and where the Autho- 
rity 15 net ſo much obtain'd by Fear or 
Force,a* by Reaſon & Counſel. Nor ought 
we 10 helicve that 3he Nime of Ar:fto- 
cracy ſhould be given to that Governmenc, 
where 4 tew Perſons rule all; but to that 
only where the Wileſt have the Autha. 
rity, in conſequence of a prudent and re- 
gular Eleftion. Nor ought we to give 
the Name of a Popniar Eſtate, or the Go. 
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vernment of the People, with any Co- 
Jour of Reaſon, to a Republick where the 
People have Power to do what they pleaſe, 
or what they propoſe; but where they 
maintain the Religion of their Countrey, 
Honour the Aged, and Obey the Laws. 
And at laſt that only ought to be call'd a 
Popular Eftate, where the Republick en- 
joys the Benefit of many above the reſt. 
Thus it may be ſaid that there is fix ſorts 
of Repablicks, Three of which are well 
known to all the World, and of which 
we ſhall afterwards diſcourſe; and three, 
which reſemble or are like them ; the Go- 
vernment of One alone, that of a Few, 
and that of the Multitude. The firſt is 
that Monarchy, which eſtabliſheth it ſelf 
without Skill, and as it were by an In- 
tint of Nature; That which follows, 
and takes its Birth from it, is K/z2/y Go- 
vernment, when ſo much Art is advanced 
as tocorreQ its Faults. But when X/»ely 
Government embraceth thoſe Vices which 
eaſily ruin it, I call it Tyranny, and trom 
the Ruin of thele two, Ariftocracy ſprings 
up, which does eaſily convert it felt into 
Oligarchy. But when the Multitude hap- 
pen to belofar enraged, as to revenge the 
Injuries of the great Ones, done againſt 
them in the time of their Government, 
a Popular State arileth, or an Authority 
in the Hands of the People. And at laſt the 

he | Infolence 
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Inſdlence of the People, and the Con» 
tempt of the Laws, does create the Rule 
or Power of the ignorant Multitude, We 
thall eafily find what is here ſaid tobe true, 
if we look intothe Beginnings, Births, and 
Changes of Nations. For after all, he 
that will underſtand the Natural Begin- 
nings of every Repablick, will alſo under- 
ftand their Growth, and their moſt flou. 
riſhing Eſtate; the Change and End of 
every one, when, how it happen'd, and to 
what ſort of State,the Form: of the Repub- 
lick will be reduc'd. This Diſcourſe will 
particularly agree to the Republick of the 
Romans, becauſe it was founded at firſt 
according to the Laws of Nature, and re- 
ceiv'd its Augmentation from the ſame 
Principle. 

I deny not but Plato, and other Philo- 
ſophers, have treated with great Accura- 
cy of the Changes of one Republick into 
another ; but ſince they are underſtood by 
few, by Reaſon of the Prolixity of their 
T reatiſes, and the Variouſneſs of their D#/- 
conrſe, we will endeavour to comprehend 
in few Words what they have largely 
writ, as far as the Nature of an Hiſtory 
will permit and allow, and what ſhall be 
neceſſary for the Information of thoſe that 
read them. Andi it any Perſon will make 
a general DeduCtion from thoſeParticulars, 
we ſhall afterwards treat of, it will give 
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a full Satisfaftion to thoſe Doubts that 
may may now be made. To what then 
are we t0 attribute the Beginnings of Ci. 
wil Societies ? And from whence ſhall we 
derive their firſt Original? As often as 
Men periſh*d, either by Innundations, 
Plagues,or the Sterility of theEarth, which 
had not only hapned already, but were 
likely to happen often; their whole Diſ- 
cipline, Cuſtoms, and Coaſtirutions, pe- 
riſh'd with them, But when from their 
Seed, by Succeſſon of time, a Multitude 
was ſprung np, they did as Beatts do, af- 
ſemble together in Herds and Flocks of 
each Species, and ſo ſtrengthen the Fee- 
bleneſs of their Nature, by coming all in- 
to one Body. And afterwards, they who 
were ſuperiour to others by Courage or 
Strength of Body, obtain'd Power and 
Command over others. And fince we 
ſee the ſame in other Animals, who are 
not govern'd by Opinion, but the Inftint 
of pure Nature, we ought toeſteem it no 
therwiſe than as theWork of Natureit ſelf. 
Inſhort,the moſt Stout and Robuſt among 
them ; as Bulls, Stags, Wolves, ſerve 
them for ConduCtorsand Leaders ; and ts 
molt probable that Men at firſt didthe {ume 
thing when they were got together,and fol- 
lowed thoſe Leiders who had moſt Cou- 
rage, and pollc{s*'d themſclves of what they 
were capable of ctkQing, whuch you may 
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juſtly call Power. ,But when afterwards, 
in Succeſs of Time, theſe Aſſemblies be- 
came Cuſtomary,X#z2zly Government took 
its Original, and they begun to under- 
ſtand Honeſty and Juſtice, and thoſe 
things which were contrary to them. / 

You ſee now how Republicks begun, 
and trom whence they took their Original. 
As Male and Female had a Natural Incli- 
nation of Love to one another; from 
thence came Children; and when {ome 
of thoſe their Parents had nouriſh'd and 
brought up did not renderRecipracalKind- 
neſs, but on the contrary, anger'd them 
both in Words and Afﬀtions; *tis certain 
that they who ſaw ſo xude a Treatment, 
2nd knew what Pains and Care Parents 


had taken, grew angry alſo themſelves. - 


For fiace Man differs from other Animals 
by his Underſtanding and Realſon, it is 
very probable he could not be indifferent 
to ſuch a Diſorder, and ſo inſenſible, as 
other Animals are in tke like Caſe, 

And *tis certain, that all who ſaw it, 
did rigorouſly coodema ſuch a Fault, bes 
ing apprehenſive that the ſame Miſchief 
might ><tal themſelves. Or if any have de- 
liver*d another out of D-xzer, and inſtead 
of B-ne/it receiv*d, ſhould return an Injury 
tohim that did ir,ts itnot certain that ſuch 
a Man would incurr the Anger of every 
Bouy, as an Onrgrateful Perſon, and 
would 
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would/not every Man Pity his Neigh. 
bour 1ſo- barbaroully 'uſed, and fear the 
ſame for themſelves ? From hence aroſe 
in every Mans Mind a Senſe of Duty, and 
the beginning and end of Fuftice Conſifts 
in the reflettion Men make upon the 
Force or Obligation of this Duty. = 

The fame thing happens when a Perſon 
not differing from others, either in Habit 
or Diet, but living after the ſame man- 
ner, without diſdaining to ſpeak to the 
People. And his Succeſſors finding them« 
ſelves ſecure with all Proviſions neceſſary 
for Lite, and a great deal more then they 
have occaſion for, ſuffer themſelves to be 
Tranſported with Pa//ins, and the Excels 
of the Goods they enjoy. And this gives 
them ground to believe that Prazces ſhould 
go more richly Habited then their S#b- 
jets, and take other kinds of Pleaſures, 
Thar their Table ſhould be ſerv'd with 
greater Pemp, that prohibited Loves are 
permitted to them, and that none ought 
to contradict them. And by theſe and 
other means, having drawn upon them - 
ſelves the Hatred and Averſion of the 
People, Kinzly Government degenerates 
into Tyranny, and they preſently begin to 
form Defigns and Comfpiracies againit 
them that Govern. Nor are they the 
worlt of the Citizens who fall into theſe 
Enterpriſes, but the moſt Generous - 
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Bold, for ſuch rhey are, who are leaſt ca- 
pable to ſupport the Injuries and Injuſtice 
of Princes ; And at laſt, the People 
having found Leaders, begin alſo to 
conſpire the Ruin ot Kings for the fore- 
mentioned Reaſons. When they have 
Abvliſhed the Power and Dominion of 
one Perſon alone, Ariftocracy begins, or 
the Government of the beft or richeſt 
People, for the People immediately give 
away the Authority to them, and j ny 
ſing them for Governours, follow their 
Condutt, as a Recompeace for the Exter- 
mination of Tyrants, Thele Men con- 
renting themſelves with the Honour ot 
baving the Adminiſtration of Publick Af- 
fairs put 1nto their Hands, prefer the 1»- 
tereſt of the Publick aboveall things, and 
regard the concerns of ir, with the ſame 
Care and AﬀeQion that they do their own 
Particular Affairs. But when their Chil- 
dren afterwards receiving the Power of 
their Parents, have neither ſenſe of the mil- 
chief, nor Experience of the Equality, or 
Liberties of the Citizens, but being bred 
from their Youth up among the Honours 
of their Fathers, fome abondoning them- 
{elves to Covetouſneſs, and others to De- 
bauchery and Villany, do at laſt convert 
the Government of an Ariftocracy into an 
Oligarchy, That is, the Goveramenr of 
tlic buſt People into the hands of a m 
an 
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and when they have ſtirred up the ſame 
Paſſions and Rage of the People, as a- V 
gainſt Tyrants, they periſh as Tyrants. O 
Whenſoeyer any Perſon obſerving the 
hate and averſion of the People towards 
them, had the Boldneſs to put a Check to Y 
them, either by Word or ACttion ; The 
Mulritude at the ſame time Obey'd him, 
and favour'd his Enterprize, Bur after 
they had kiPd ſome and Baniſhed others, 
they durſt nor give up the Republick to 
the Government of a King, becauſe they 
were afraid of the ſame Outrages they 
had receiv'd from the former, nor to Many, 
becauſe the Exceſles they had been guilty 
of, were ſtill freſh in their Minds, When 
therefore, they could hope for nothing 
better than themſelves, they paſſed the 
Governzent out of a few into their own 
Hands, creating a Democracy or Popular 
Eftate; And this continues as long as 
there remains any who are ſenſible of the 
Power of a few, and nothiog isin greater 
Veneration among them, then the Equali» 
ty or Liberty of the Citizen. But after 
the Death of thoſe, when a new People 
ſhall ariſe, and Democracy has paſs'd to 
their Poſterity; They begin to diſregard 
Liberty and Equality, becauſe they are 
accuſtom'd to it, and ill Minds ſpare tor | 
no efforts, to ohtain a Superioricy over 
others, This Vice is very ordinary to 
Men 
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Men of Eſtates, for when being ambir 


tious afrer Honour, and withal unable 
to obtain it either of themſelves or by 
Vertue!, they fall to ſpend their Riches 
ih- Feaſting and Bounty, jand endeavour 
to Corrupt the People by that means. 
And after they have gained the Majority 
by Liberalities which they are all greedy 
of, and indeed feed upon, the Demorr acy 
begins to fink, and nothing but Fury and 


Violence ſucceeds in the place of it. For 


the People, being accuſtomed to live upon 
other Mens Goods, and founded their 
Hypes upon Rapine, having met with a 
Bold and Couragious Leader, whoſe 
Poverty had hindered bim from arriving 
at Publick Offices or Truſts, change the 
Popular State into one Furious and Vro- 
lent, and being United into one Body, 
they demonſtrate their Fury by Murders, 
Baniſhments, and by the Diviſion” of 
Lands; till ſuch time they meer with 
ſome Body that Uſurps the Soveraign 
Rule and Power. 

Behold here the Revolution, of States 
and Republ:cks, Fehold here the Natu- 
raf Order 'according to which Repub- 
licks ' are  Chang'd and turn'd back 
again intotheir firit Being. He that can 
well Comprehend all this, may perhaps 
be Deceived as to the time, bur rhe 
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vided his. Judgement. is Impartial, and 
his Mind difintereſted,  he., will, not be 


much miſtaken in uhe Prognoftication of. 


the . State, he makes his Obſervations 
upon: Fiz, Whether they are nearer: to 
their Height, or their Ruine, and into 
what at lait they will be Chang'd. As 
for the Common-Wealth of the Romans 


we may fee by this means how it was at. 


firſt Efabhſpt, how afterwards Increaſed, 
and how it came to this moſt Flouriſhing 
Eſtate we now find it in, and at laſt the 
Cage which will one day happen to it. 
For if any Republick be. Eſtablifht and 
Augmented according to the Laws of 
Nature, it is chiefly the Rowan, and will 
Change {ome time or other according to 
the ſame Method. But what we ſhall now 
Treat of, will afterwards give us a clear 
Light into the Matter. 

We ſhall now ſpeak ſomething of the 
Laws {made by Lycurgw, becauſe this 
Diſcourſe is not far Remote from our De- 
ſign. This Great Man had Obferv'd that 
all things happen'd by an Ipevitable Law 
of Nature, .and Judged that every Form 
of a Republick which was fimple,. and had 
no Subſiſtance but by one of theſe kinds, 
was ſubje& to Change, becauſe it eaſily 
falls into Vice, to which it has the 
moſt Natural Inclination. For as Ruſt 
and the Worm, are Natural to o_ a 

ood, 
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Wood, which de Corrypt and Deftzo 
them, ſo that if they canngt be Deltro be 
by things happening {rom withaut, they 
Periſh neyertheleſs by things drawn:ſrom 
themſelves. Even ſo by the Orgez. of 
Nature, ſome Vice or.other is borg 1nghe 
Form of every State, and always accomsy 
panys it, and is at length the occaſion gf 
its Ruine, whether it be Kzngly, Gonerye 
ment , Monarchy, 4riftogracy, Oligaxchy, 
Democracy, or the Blind and Fuzious 
Power.,of the Rude Multityde. It is Im- 
poſſible- xo hinder the falling of x/,Com- 
monwealth into thoſe Yices it is Natural- 
ly addicted to, and by Conſequencs, to 
hinder , the Change that happens . upop 
them, as we have already ſaid. Lycungry 
therefore foreſecing all this, did agt Ella 
bliſh his Commonwealth according tq one 
ſiogle Form, but Aſſembled all the Virtues 
and Qualitys of the beſt ſort of Repabligks 
into one, tothe end that every thing might 
be ſo ballanc'd by another , that. whea 
one was ready to fall into the Vice which 
it was moſt inclined to, the other ſhould 
retain it at the ſame time; fo that by 
this means the Rep»blick being equally ſy. 
Rain'd, ſhou'd ror incline or bend to any 
fide,but be like aShip when theWindequal 
Iy blows upon her cn both ſides. The fears 
which their K/xes had of the People,they ber 
ing themſelves a part ot the Gomranabepa0 
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this Repablick, Ninder'd them abuſing 
their Power, #nd-the' People were hin- 
der'd from comifiirtmng any Ontrape- a» 
gainſt their Kings, 'by the Fear of the 
Magiſtrates, who always embvrac'd the 
Juſt' Party, becauſe they were promo. 
ted into this Rank, by Virtue alone. 
And this is the Reaſon why the Magi- 
ſtrates maintaia'd their antient Diſcipline 
in Strength and Vigor, becauſe che vexare 
always took the weaker part, by which 
Means the Ballance quickly tarn'd on 
the other ſide: Thus Lycurgns confider- 
ing both the beginning and end of things, 
laid the Foundation of the Lacedewmonien 
Commonwealth - upon ſo 'ure 'a Baſis, 
that it has preſerv'd its Liberty longer 
than any other has ever done 

As for the Romans, tho they have 
arriv'd at the ſame End, in the 
eftabliſhing of their Commonwealth, they 
have not done it by the Force of Reaſon 
and Diſcourſe. But by chooſing that which 
ſeem'd to them of moſt Adyantage ; and 
being raught by their own 'Mistortunes, 
after many Dangers and Batteis, are 
come up to the height of Lyc»rgwus. and 
have ſetrled the fineft Form -of a -Com» 
menwealch that has ever be2n ſeen ill 
this preſent time. It 1s the Duty of a 
good Judge to eſteem | iſtorians not by 
what they have forgot, but by 'what _ 
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haveadvanc'd, fo that if ſorte things may 
be found in them which are nor true, we 
maſt chink it done out of Ignorance. But 
if there be nothing but Truth, we ought 
to perſnade our ſelves, that what we find 
negletted, was not done by Ignorance but 
Reaſon. 

The Three Forms of Republicks we 
have fo often mention'd, Compoſe, - or 
make up that of the Kowars, and they do 
ſo equally contribute thereunto, and-in a 
manner 1o proper and *convenient ro the 
Eftabliſhment and Admlmfration of alf 
things, that the Romans themſelves can> 
not tell whether the Entire Body of their 
State be Ariſtocracy, Democracy, or Kjng- 
ly Government. For when we caft our 
Eyes towards the Power of the Coffſuls, 
one would think the Power to be either 
Kijngly or Monarchick: When we conſis 
der the Senate, you wou'd believe it an 
Ariſtocracy ; and if you regard what con- 
cerns the People on their part, you would 
Judge it to be a Derocryrcy, and the Rights 
and Priviledges of each Party are ſuch, 
whether palt,or prefent, without any grear 
exception, 

While the Conſuls are in the City they 
diſpoſe of alf things which concern the 
Publick, *eill fach time as their Troops 
are in the Field. All the other Magt- 
ſkrates depead upon, and obey them, ex- 
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cept the Tribunes, - They give Audience 
to Ambaſſadors in the Serate- Houſe, and 
as often as 'tis neceſſary to deliberate upon 
any Afﬀair, it is their right to propole it, 
and to Execute the Ordonnances of the 
Senate. And beſides, they take care of 
all choſe Publick Afﬀairs which ſhould be 
done by the People. It 15 their Priv:leage 
to call Aſſemblies, and to propoſe what 
is to be Ordained, and afterwards to Eſta- 
bliſh-the Lows according to. Majority of 
the Peoples S»fr ages. Bur beſides all this, 
they have almoſt an Abſolute Power in all 


Aﬀairs of War, whether ir be for Prepa»' 


ration, Condutt, or Expedition, They 
have Power to give what Orders they 
pleaſe to the Auxiliary Troops of their 
Allies, to put in Collonels and Captains, 
to raiſe Forces, and Compoſe their Ars 
mies. They can puniſh, by their ſole Au- 
thority, all thoſe that bear Arms under 
them, Pay the Army, and ſpend what 
they pleaſe out of the Publick Treaſury, 
and for that $2 have always a Que- 
for along with them, who makes Prompt 
Payment of all their Orders. So that one 
may juſtly ſay, if we regard this Part of 
the Res, that the State of the Ro- 
mans depends entirely upon one, and that 


his Authority is Royal, and Emulates that 
of a King. But if any one of theſe, or 
thoſe we ſhall mention, have becn c__ 
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fome-time after,or at this Day that makes 
nothing at all againſt what we have Af: 
ſerted. 

As for the Senate, they take care of the 
Publick Treaſure, order all the Revenues 
of the Empire, and all che Expences of the 
Publick, for the Quefors cannot diſpoſe 
of Money, not ſo much as for the moſt 
common uſe, without an Ordonnance of 
Senate, except it be done in the Name of 
the Conſuls. The Expences of the Cen- 
ſors for Repair of Publick Edifices, is done 
by the Authority of the Senate, and they 
can do nothing without their Order. The 
Senate takes Cognizance of all the Crimes 
committed in 1ra{y, which deſerve pub- 
lick Puniſhment, as Treeſors, Conſpira- 
cies, Poyſonings, Aſſaſſinations, &c. If 
any particular Perſon, or any City of 1:s- 
ly, have any Quarrel, Difference, or Con- 
troverſie, or if any want ProteQtion ot 
Succour, the Senate takes care of all that. 
If Ambaſſadors are to be ſent out of Ttaly, 
whether it be to Accommodate Differen- 
ces, make Remonſtrances, Command in 
an Enterprize, or declare War, all this is 
in the Power and Priviledge of the Senate. 
When the ambaſſadors of Strangers As- 
rive at Rome, it is the Office of the Se 
nate to fee their Commiſſions, take care 
of their Treatment, and to return an An« 
ſwer, and the People ———_ Righe - 
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
